RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 30 
(AP)—Officials make prepara- 
tions today for opening of Vir- | 
ginia’s first integrated public 
schools Monday in Norfolk and 
Arlington. A delay was given 
to Charlottesville. 

(However, an attorney for 
the Arlington School Board to- , 
day sougnat a stay of integra- 
tion, United Press Internation- 
al said. Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren found that the attorney's 
application did not comply 
with Supreme Court require- 
ments and gave him until late 
this afternoon to correct it. A 
single justice may act on stay 
applications.) 

Summary of Events. 

A rapid-fire series of events 
yesterday brought these de- 
velopments on a broad front 
stretching from _ Baltimore, 
Md., to Norfolk: 

1. Judge Simon E. Sobeloff 
of the United States Fourth 
Circuit Court of Appeals re- 
fused to stay a lower court 
order directing the admis- 
sion of four Negro pupils 
Monday to Stratford Junior 
High School (white) in Ar- 
lington. 

He did, however, grant 
Charlottesville a temporary 
postponement of its desegre- 
gation order. Judge Sobeloff 
told the Charlottesville 
School Board to submit with- 
in 20 days to United States 
District Judge John Paul a 
plan which the School Board 
proposes to bridge the gap 
between segregated: and in- 
tegrated classrooms. If Judge 
Paul feels the plan is a full 
step toward compliance with 
the desegregation order, then 
the School Board has until 
next September to aecom- 
plish complete integration. 

The Charlottesville School 
Board announced today the 
city’s two ciosed white 
schools would open next 
Wednesday on a segregated 
basis. The board said Wed- 
nesday was chosen to effect 
an orderly reopening of 

Lane High and Venable ele- 
mentary schools. 

About 1700 students from 
the two Charlottesville 
schools have been idle since 
the facilities were shut last 
Sept. 22. 

2. School officials in Nor- 
folk announced plans to re- 
open six white secondary 
schools, closed since Septem- 
ber, on an integrated basis 
Monday and called on the 
public to “show sincere un- 
derstanding and co-operation 
to assure a smooth orderly 
opening... ” 

3. Gov. J. Lindsay Almond 
Jr. rejected the appeals of 

a segregationist bloc in the 
General Assembly for ap- 
proval of emergency legis- 
lation that would delay the 
integration ‘plans in Nor- 
folk and Arlington. 

Almond’s Bills Passed. 

Almond’s stop-gap segrega-} 
tion package was approved by | 
the House of Delegates today | 
with only token. opposition to 
one of the three measures. _ 

The lower house suspended 
its rules and unanimously ap- 
proved, 94-0, two bills setting 
up a system of $250 annual 
tuition grants for students who 
choose private schools over in- 
tegrated classrooms, 

Three delegates voted against 
one Almond proposal—repeal 
of the state compulsory school 
attendance law. 

Almond’s program was sent 
to the Senate and seemed as- 
sured of easy passage.

HAVANA, Jan. 30 (UPI) — | 
The revolutionary government | 
took the first steps today 
toward restoring tourist gam- 
bling in Havana. 

The cabinet in a stormy ses- 
sion that lasted until nearly 
dawn named a three-man com- 
mission to draft a law legaliz- 
ing casinos. It agreed ‘“def- 
initively” to resolve the ques- 
tion at a second special meet- 
ing .this afternoon. 

The drafting commission is 
headed by Prime Minister Jose 
Miro Cardona. Other mem»ers 
were Economy Minister Reg- 
ino Boti and Social and Wel- 
fare Minister Elena Mederos. 

The commission is expected 
to submit to the government 
and receive prompt approval 
of a formula incorporating the 
Fidel Castro pronouncements 
on this controversial issue: 

First—Casino gambling is 
for tourists only with Cuban 
nationals exchuded as are 
nationals at Monte Carlo. 

Second—The casino opera- 
tors are to be screened on 
the basis of proof they are 
“respectable business men” 
and not professional gam- 
blers which the Cubans clas- 
sify as gangsters. 

Third—A profit - sharing | 
scheme is to be set up under | 
which 50 to 70 per cent | 
would revert to the govern- 
ment. 

Fourth — Creation of a 
special public welfare fund 
and programs financed from 
the government's gambling | 
income. 

Castro Relents. 

Castro, although initially 
hostile to the idea of gambling, | 
has gradually changed his tune 
under pressure from Cubans 
whose livelihood depends on 
the casinos. 

Spokesmen for operators and 
employes of the casinos esti- 
mate that 10,000 Cubans are 
employed as waiters, dealers. 
musicians and other types of 
entertainers in the gaming em- 
portums. : 

The only notable resistance 
expressed in the current de- 
bate on reopening the casinos 
came from the Knights of Co- 
lumbus, who argued that per- 
mission of gambling by “mil- 
lionaire tourists” eventually 
would lead to the reopening of

the. “popular casinos’ where 
Cubans squandered their 
wages. 


The government is also un- 
der pressure to reinstate the 
national lottery, but it is not 
clear yet whether it intends to 
do so. 

‘March on Havana.’ 

A group of disgruntled lot- 
tery-ticket sellers from Ma- 
tanzas province have started a 
“march on Havana,” where 
they plan to hold a protest 
demonstration on the steps of 
the presidential palace.

MOSCOW, Jan. 30 (UPI)— 
The official Tass news agency 
said today that, according to a 
previously -announced plan, 
Russia had cuts its armed 
forces by 300,000 men during 
1958. 

Russia announced plans for 
the cut on Jan. 6, 1958. The 
then said the 
reduction would be “over and 
above the cut of 1,840,000 car- 
ried out in 1955 and 1956.” 

Today's announcement said 
that “as already reported at 
the beginning of last year, in 
accordance with a decision of 
the U.S.S.R. Supreme Soviet 
the U.S.S.A.R. govern- 
ment... has decided to cut 
the Soviet armed forces unilat- 
erally by 300,000 men.” 

It said that this action was 
taken “in the interests of peace 
and of lessening of internation- 
al tension.” 

Tass said that “servicemen 
of the army and navy when 
discharged are given jobs in 
the areas where they live.” 

It said all the cuts had been 
finished by Jan. 1, 1959. 

“The cut was carried out 
largely through the disbanding 
of military units and establish- 
ments on U.S.S.R. territory. In 
addition to this, many military 
units were brought to U.S.S.R 
territory and also disbanded; 
from the German Democratic 
Republic (East Germany) over 
41,000 men, and from the Hun- 
garian “eoples Republic, over 
17,000 men,” it said 

It added that “the Soviet 
government is confident that 
this important act of the

Distress Signal From 


Craft With 130 
Aboard Says Engine 
Room Is Flooding. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (AP)— 
A Danish ship with 130 per- 
sons aboard rammed an ice- 
berg off Greenland today. Its 
engine room flooded and an 
SOS call said it was filling fast. 

The Coast Guard in New 
York said the vessel carried 90 
passengers and a crew of 40. 

The Royal Canadian Air 
Force and the United States 
Air Force dispatched planes 
from Halifax, Nova Scotia, car- 
rying dropable survival gear, 
but low clouds threatened to 
blanket the stricken vessel from 
searchers aloft. 

Also en route to the 2875- 
ton Danish vessel 37 miles off 
Greenland’s icebound coast 
were a United States Coast 
Guard cutter and another un- 
identified surface ship. 

The ship was on its maiden 
voyage—just like the famed 
liner Titanic which sank in 
1912—when it struck the ice- 
berg. 

The ship was identified as 
the Hans Hedtoft, a 288-foot 
vessel named in honor of the 
late Prime Minister of Den- 
mark. 

Owned by the government, 
it was described as a cargo-car- 
rying passenger vessel, mak- 
ing a run between Copenhagen 
and Greenland. 


By United Press International. 

The Danish Consulate in 
New York reported that a Ca- 
nadian Coast Guard plane had 
arrived at the scene and was 
circling over the ship. The 
plane reported rough seas, 
strong winds and fog in the 
area. 

A German trawler, the Jus- 
tus Haslinger, radioed the 
United States Coast Guard cut- 
ter Campbell that it was in the 
immediate vicinity of the col- 
lision and expected to rendez- 
vous with the Hedtoft shortly. 
The Canadian Coast Guard 
plane expects to guide it to the 
stricken vessel. 

There are six ports along 
the Greenland coast that are 
comparatively close to the ship, 
but all are believed to be ice- 
bound so that a rescue attempt 
by sea from any of them may 
be impossible.

Seven Chinese fishermen, who 
escaped with 906 others from 
mainland waters during recent 
months, said here yesterday 
they fled because of intoler- 
able conditions in the com- 
munes. 

“We had to work 18 hours 
each day for the commune and 
all our catches of fish went to 
the government.” they said 
“We were separated forcibly 
from our families.” 


They said they had been 
forced to join communes last 
August and immediately put 


on work shifts of 6 a.m. until 
midnight seven days a week. 
Their wives and children were 


‘ordered ashore for manual 
labor. 

The fishermen <aid during 
the first month in the com- 


mune they were given $6 in 
Chinese currency (about $2.40) 
to support their families ashore 
and 30 cents a day in Chinese 
money for their own labor and 
food. Later they said the $6 
payment was stopped and they 
were paid a flat $1.50 in Chinese 
money every eight _days.

NEW YORK (UPI) — When 
women buy a house, be it a 
castle in Spain or cottage in 
Kentucky, they look for two 
things—the kitchen and com- 
fort. 

So says John C. Tysen, vet- 
eran realtor and president of 
Previews, Inc., an international 
clearing house which handles 
everything from farms to feudal 
estates. 

“No matter how large the 
house or how wealthy the 
woman, that wretched kitchen 
is the most important room in 
the house. Women always want 
it remodeled. They don’t want 
the old-fashioned large kit- 
chen,” says Tysen. He rated 
modern bathrooms and large

chens. 

Currently, women are poking 
around a medieval chateau in 
France, a castle in Barcelona, 


Spain, a 15-room villa on the a

Cork. 

Romantic as these dwellings 
seem, the little woman prefers 
comfort, twentieth century 
style. Many castles now come 
with roof towers converted in- 
to gymnasiums, bars or sitting 
rooms. Central heating, hot wa- 
ter and telephones have been 
installed. Ping-pong rooms re- 
place formal drawing rooms 
and movie projection rooms 
have superceded libraries. 

As of 1957, said Tysen, one 
out of five Americans had 
changed residence every year 
for the past 10 years. 

“Americans move because

He also rents a 
house on New York's Long 
Island in a town “without a 
railroad station, hotel or coun-

“When the jet freighters 
really become operational, a 
sizeable part of cargo distribu- 
tion is going to go by air,” he 
said. “To me this means that 
warehousing at or adjacent to 
airports will be at a premium. 
It means, too, that many sup- 
pliers who deal in relatively 
light-weight products will not 
stock heavy inventories be- 
cause they can be supplied on 
a day-to-day basis with mate- 
rials they need.” 


As for the impact of land use 
in the new interstate highway 
program, Watson pointed to 
estimates by the Public Roads 
Administration that 650,000 
tracts of land will have to be 
purchased for the new rights- 
of-way. 

Assuming that the average 
tract is between one and two 
acres, he said, approximately 
1,300,000 acres of land will be 
used that are not already part 
of existing highways. 


“This land is in many cases 
coming right out of choice in- 
dustrial locations. In other 
words, our basic supply of 
prime industrial land is neces- 
sarily being diminished for eés- 
sential arteries,” the Dallas 
real estate executive asserted. 
“The new highways are, of 
course, making it possible to 
tap industrial land which has 
been inaccessible.” 

Because industrial land fs in 
short supply, he advised S.1.R. 
members to look to reclaiming 
good industrial land now in 
slum condition. 

Change is in the air, too, for 
the trucking and railroad in- 
dustries, Watson said 

“IT think the outlook for rail- 
roads is brighter than it has 
been in many a year and that 
what they do will have more 
impact on us as industrial real- 
tors than perhaps any other 
single form of transportation,” 
he told his audience. 

Railroads Have Sites. 


The speaker cited the Trans- 
portation Act of 1958 as having 
alleviated the situation of the 
railroads somewhat. He said 
additional legislation could be 
expected to improve their com- 
petitive position and give them 
more latitude in providing 
other forms of transportation 
to users. 

This will affect industrial 
realtors because railroads have 
a reservoir of land— good sites, 
close-in to metropolitan cen- 
ters, and strategically located. 
I believe much of this land is 
going to be inevitably devel- 
oped for manufacturing and 
warehousing purposes. I believe 


_ also the railroads are going to 


play a vital role in the rede- 
velopment of our older cities,” 
he declared. 

Watson who took over as 
head of S.1.R. from Harold B. 
Hess, Philadelphia, is a partner 
in Watson & Watson, realtors 
of Dallas. 

Vice president at large dur- 
Ing 1958, he has been a society 
director, vice chairman of the 
finance committee for five con- 
secutive years and past presi- 
dent of the society's Dallas 
chapter and the Dallas Real 
Estate Board.

The first saps our economic ener- 
gy. The second inhibits our 
sensitivity to the needs of. others 
and hinders working together, ef- 
fectively 

In a democracy, action can be 
obtained by good leadership from 
the top or by pressure of public 
opinion from the bottom. In the 
present drouth of the first, it is 
suggested that interested persons 
try the second. 


If anyone wants to supplement 
his work for world peace he can 
call the St. Louis Council on 
World Affairs or the Metropolitan 
Church Federation to become af- 
filiated with organizations pres- 
ently working in this field.

In your report of the joint 
meeting of the St. Louis Medical 
Society and St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion, it was reported that I would 
advocate more technically qual- 
ified jurors tq evaluate conflicting 
medical testimony in civil liabil- 
ity suits involving alleged per- 
sonal illnesses.

But as a medical man I 
can speak with some degree of 
certainty and say that it is unfair 
to 12 truth-seeking laymen to ask 
them to evaluate which of two al- 
leged experts is right when the 
testimony they offer is irrecon- 
cilable. If our society wishes— 
and our courts do represent so- 
ciety—it could obtain an impartial 
medical evaluation furnished in 
conjunction with our medical so- 
ciety and the two fine medical 
schools in our community, to 
guide these 12 truth-seeking, lay- 
men when they are confronted 
with the dilemma of irreconcil- 
able experts.

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Both Kinds of Labor Reform 


The lines being drawn around the labor re- 
form issue in Congress now are substantially 
the same as those drawn in the last session. 
when no legislation was passed. This year 
the legislators ought to set aside political 
differences and give the nation the reforms 
it rightly expects. 

President Eisenhower's new labor message 
repeats the sound proposals which unfortu- 
nately did not get out of committee last year. 
Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts has of- 
fered a bil! almost identical with the Ken- 
nedy-Ives measure which the House defeated 
after the Senate approved it by 88 to 1. 


Both programs dea] with internal union re- 
forms. They require detailed financial re- 
porting to the Department of Labor by 
Unions and secret union elections, outlaw 
bribery and extortion in labor-management 
dealings, and otherwise strengthen union 
democracy against underlying causes of cor- 
ruption. The Eisenhower plan is the more 
comprehensive, and therefore preferable, but 
there are no unbridgeable chasms between 
the two programs at this point. 

The major differences between the Admin- 
istration and Kennedy legislation involve re- 
forms in labor-management relations as gov- 
erned by the Taft-Hartley Act. Principally, 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell is standing fast 
for new laws on secondary boycotts and 
“blackmail” picketing, and these are not part 
of the Kennedy bill. 


The picketing proposal] would prohibit a 
union from picketing an employer if he has 
legally recognized another union, or if his 
employes have recently shown in a bargain- 
ing election that they prefer another union 
or no union, or if the employes have demon- 
strated little interest in the picketing union 
after a certain time. 


Organizational picketing is thus not out- 
lawed. A union could use pickets to attempt 
to organize unorganized employes. But it 
could not picket if the employes clearly did 
not want to be represented by that union. So 
an employer on the sidelines of a dispute 
could not be pressured into making his em- 
ployes do something they did not want to do. 

In a similar way, the boycott proposal 
would not outlaw al] secondary boycotts. It 
would permit a union to boycott an employer 
performing farmed-out struck work, for ex- 
ample. But it would eliminate secondary 


boycotts aimed at cdercing an employer to 
cease doing business with others. 

The law as it stands prohibits such coer- 
cion if it takes the indirect form of inciting 
workers to strike. It should also prohibit 
coercion which takes the form of direct pres- 
sure on the employer who is an innocent 
victim of a dispute elsewhere. 

- * > 

Thus a union could not boycott company A 
for buying meterial from company B where 
a strike was in progress. But it could boycott 
company A if the company were helping to 
break a strike at company B by manufactur- 
ing goods for the struck concern. That is a 
fair compromise. 

In only one minor respect does the Admin- 
istration program seem to us deficient. That 
is in requiring employers to sign non-Commu- 
nist affidavits in order to enjoy NLRB juris- 
diction. This is a matching requirement for 
a silly one now imposed on union officers, but 
it would be more sensible to eliminate the 
affidavit altogether. 

Senator Kennedy has opposed placing the 
boycott and picketing proposals in the general 
labor reform bill. He maintains that internal 
labor reforms and Taft-Hartley amendments 
represent different purposes, and that attach- 
ing one to the other would endanger passage 
of the reform bill. 

. > 7 

The Senator has weakened his case, how- 
ever, by attaching several Taft - Hartley 
changes to his own measure. One of these 
would permit strikers to vote in bargaining 
elections along with non-strikers who had re- 
placed them. The Eisenhower-Mitchell pro- 
posal is better. It would remove the present 
law's flat ban against voting by replaced 
strikers, but would permit the NLRB to de- 
cide in each case when they could vote. 

On tactical grounds, Congress might want 
to separate the proposals on racketeering, 
corruption and internal union behavior from 
proposals relating to Taft-Hartley regulations 
on collective bargaining and unfair labor 
practices. But on principle the Taft-Hartley 
changes would certainly improve the struc- 
ture of labor relations in this country. In 
our opinion both the Taft-Hartley changes 
and the internal union reforms shown to be 
necessary by the McClellan investigation 
should be adopted at this session. Whether 
this is done by one bill or two is a minor 
matter, but now—in a non-election year—is 
the time to do it. 


Mr. McElroy’s Rosy Picture 

Secretary McElroy’s opening testimony be- 
fore the Senate Preparedness and Space sub- 
committees spread a roseate hue over the Ad- 
ministration’s national defense picture. 

He stated categorically that if Moscow be- 
gins a war tomorrow or in the near future, 
the outcome will be decided by the big bomb- 
ers, in which the United States is superior. 
But his critics have charged that the Strategic 
Air Command has to reckon with strong 
radar, anti-aircraft missile and interceptor 
defenses which are making manned bombers 
obsolescent. 

Mr. McElroy declared neither nation had 
an operational intercontinental! ballistic mis- 
sile. Premier Khrushchev said last Tuesday 
that Moscow “has started serial production 
on intercontinental missiles.” 

Mr. McElroy questioned whether Mos- 
cow's big submarine fleet could inflict heavy 
damage through surprise attacks with short- 
range missiles. 

Yet, although discounting the Russian sub- 
marine menace, Mr. McElroy gave testimony 
indicating that we still are counting heavily 
on the missile submarine fleet which we have 
had programmed for 1963. It had been ex- 
pected that the missiles would not be ready 
before 1963. Now Mr. McElroy says that 
these missiles will be operational by the fall 
of 1960. The program apparently has been 
speeded by aiming for an 800-to-1000-mile 
Polaris instead of a 1500-mile range. The 
Navy has argued for several years that a 
fleet of Polaris submarines able to ring Rus- 
sia would be an adequate deterrent to war. 

If the Polaris is that near readiness and the 
Titan is crowding on the heels of the Atlas, 
is the critical missile gap of 1961-64, of which 
many Congressmen and military analysts 
have warned, likely to materialize? The an- 
swer to that question should be brought out 
as the Senators continue questioning Mr. 
McElroy and the other expert witnesses. 

The hearings have just begun. More evi- 
dence is needed to assure that the Adminis- 
tration is not skirting thin ice in its concern 
with economy. The Rockefeller report, re- 
leased last summer, said that the military 
budget would have to rise three billion dol- 
lars each year for the next several years if 
our national defense was to be adequate. We 
must be absolutely sure that partisanship, 
false economy or waste do not endanger de- 
fense. 


A Gas Tax Farce 


The latest gasoline tax proposal in the 
Missouri House is a sorry effort to satisfy 
many diverse interests but not the state high- 
way system, which needs more money. There 
is some doubt that the Highway Department 
really requires a 2-cent tax increase to _im- 
prove roads; a 1-cent increase ought to permit 
substantial improvements. But legislators 
now talking of “compromise” do not seem 
as much concerned with state highway needs 
as with other matters. 

Speaker Richard D. Ichord describes a 
scheme by which the state would raise the 
present 3-cents-a-gallon tax to 4% cents. Of 
the 1%-cent incréase, cities would receive 
three fourths of a cent and counties one 
fourth. Cities would have to give up their 
own gas taxes, but since St. Louis is both 
city and county, it would receive about as 
much from the state as it gets from its pres- 
ent tax. | 

Now, where would the remaining half-cent 
of the proposed tax increase go? It would 
go to the state for highway purposes—and 
that is all that would be marked for highways. 

No doubt this plan would satisfy the oil 
and trucking interests who want to keep gas 
taxes low, and certainly it would satisfy the 
handout-happy occupants of county court- 
houses, But the plan simply ignores state 
highway needs. More important, it departs 
completely from the principle written in the 
State Constitution that state gas tax revenue 
must be used for state highway purposes. 

Fortunately the plan is not yet a bill, and 
the House has adopted a resolution for a~ 
joint committee to study the gas tax prob-. 
lem. No responsible legislative committee 
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can suggest wrecking Missouri's sound high- 
way policies just to serve up a passable hash 
to special interests. 


So It Wasn’t Secret 


There was no secrecy about the award of 
a state power contract at Fulton, declare Gov. 
Blair and his director of the division of public 
health and welfare, C. Rouss Gallop. Yet 
Gov. Blair says the contract was awarded to 
the low bidder, and Mr. Gallop says it was 
not. Obviously there is a good deal of secrecy 
surrounding the contract yet, when the peo- 
ple of Missouri get diametrically opposed 
statements of fact about it from the two offi- 
cials primarily responsible. 

Gov. Blair says Missouri Power & Light 
Co., for which he used to be an attorney, 
submitted the low bid for power at State 
Hospital No. 1. Mr. Gallop, the official di- 
rectly responsible for whatever was done, 
says the low bid was submitted by the Calla- 
way Electric Co-operative, and was rejected. 
Obviously not both these statements can be 
true. Someone is misinforming the Mis- 
souri electorate about the way its business is 
being conducted. 

Who is it? Representative Bernard Simcoe 
of Callaway county is asking the Missouri 
House to investigate the award of the mys- 
terious Fulton contract, and if it does so we 
trust the answer to that question will be one 
of the first it attempts to find out. 

The Fulton City Council rejects as false 
the contention that it was informed a contract 
was to be let. A consequence was that its bid 
was not made until three months after the 
contract was signed. The Callaway co-op 
says it learned of the matter only in a “round- 
about” way. Even then, part of the require- 
ments was withheld from it, it says—and the 
fact that it did not bid on the requirements 
it did not know about has been advanced as 
a reason why its bid was rejected! 

Furthermore, the co-op said that if it had 
been given the full information it could have 
made its bid even lower. 

The deal was in fact cloaked in secrecy so 
thick that the Callaway co-op could not ascer- 
tain from Mr. Gallop what had gone on even 
after the contract had been awarded. . 

On Sept. 12 Mr. Gallop wrote the Callaway 
co-op only that “the state found it to their 
advantage to place this business elsewhere.” 
James P. McClanahan, the co-op manager, 
wrote Mr. Gallop Nov. 5: “Since you did not 
advise us in your letter as to the reason this 
business is being placed elsewhere, we are 
very much interested in knowing if our bid 
was too high, and if so what the low bid was? 
Also the basis for arriving at that conclusion.” 
Mr. Gallop’s reply was: “I am indeed sorry 
that I am unable to give you additional in- 
formation.” 

That is a pretty sorry way to conduct the 
business of the State of Missouri. Gov. Blair 
owes the people a full and frank account of 
how this contract was awarded and why. 


Young Man’s Opportunity 


George B. Hartzog Jr., has been named to 
succeed Julian L. Spotts as director of the 
Jefferson National Expansion Memorial on 
the riverfront. He is a young man—only 37 
years old—but he has more than 10 years of 
experience with the National Park Service. 

There is a big opportunity for him on the 
riverfront, and we feel sure that with youth- 
ful energy he will make the most of it. For 
a long time the development of the park and 
the construction of the arch and other fea- 
tures of the memorial were stalled on dead 
center. Now things are moving. The new 
superintendent can make them move even 
faster. 

Congress may have the last word, but it 
always is ready to heed a convincing plea 
from the National Park Service.

Space Race: an Orbit for Britain? 


People and Government Debate Cost of Entering or Not Entering Exploration

LONDON. 

No provision has been made yet 
to fly the Union Jack in outer space 
—and whether to try to put it there 
is a problem very much under dis- 
cussion by the British. 

Joining the space race has been 
considered many times before by 
this country. Thus far the answer 
has been “No” on grounds of the 
titanic cost involved. 

But now voices are being raised 
that say it is imperative for Britain 

. to take part in 
mankind's forth- 
coming assault on 
the frontier’s of 
the celestial uni- 
verse. 

To those who 
contend that Brit- 
ain cannot afford 
to make a bid for 
the moon and more distant planets 
there are those who answer, with in- 
creasing vigor, that Britain cannot 
afford not to try. 

They cite the deadening effect on 
British natural scientists of the pres- 
ent and future if this country denies 
itself any program to probe the stars. 

To lag behind, men here point out, 
is to cut the nation off from a whole 
new field of technology and scien- 
tific endeavor. Entire ancillary in- 
dustries not now in existence some- 
day doubtless will be dependent 
upon participation in the _ initial 
space ventures. 

Equally difficult and risky deci- 
sions had to be taken before pro- 
ceeding with Britain’s work in de- 
veloping atomic power plants. Yet 
those plants mow are coming into

Now the battle of ideas is raging 
here.

It knows that, as with the H-bomb, 
the cost of a space program... once 
commenced, can multiply unbeliev- 
ably—just to protect and modernize 
the original investment. Yet opinion 
is quietly growing that the govern- 
ment will decide to take the plunge. 

In one sense, the question is aca- 
demic anyhow, for the British al- 
ready are going ahead as fast as 
their resources permit in the rocket 
field. Their own guided missile, the 
Blue Streak, probably can be used 
soon as a basis for a space vehicle.

MUST RAVE U.S. AID 


A.H.A. Spokesman Sees No 
Other Way to Meet 
Some Problems. 


— — 


Hospitals cannot meet fu- 
ture public needs without in- 
viting the federal government 
to help, Kenneth Williamson, 
a spokesman for the American 
Hospital Association, said here 
today. 

Williamson told the Ameri-| 
can Protestant Hospital Associ- 
ation convention at the Shera- 
ton-Jefferson Hotel that there 
is no point in asking whether 
the government should enter 
the health field; the question 
is in what ways and how much. 
He said the latest figures from 
the Bureau of the Budget show 
the government now is spend- 
ing two billion dollars a year 
for health care of 31,000,000 
citizens. 


“We have seen no way to 
meet some of our major prob- 
lems without further govern- 
ment participation,” William- 
son, who is director of the 
Washington Service Bureau of 
the A.H.A., told the delegates.

That may not be an umbrella

It was only the second de- 
feat for St. John’s which has 
been a top ten-ranked team 
through the more recent of 
its 13 previous games. For the 


Bills, now 12 and 2, it was 
a key to future opportunity.

One victory like this, on the 
St. Louis court, might not do 
it all. but if St. John’s should 
itself go into the N.LT., the 
Billikens would be a natural 
rematch at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Lapchick was so impressed 
by the St. Louis team that it 
seemed to some in the crowd 
of 7218 he was a little pre- 
mature in leaving his bench 
to walk over to Benington and 
congratulate him about 30 sec- 
onds before the finish. 

“The game was over, they 
had the ball, and I just wanted 
to tell Jack what a fine job 
his team did,” said the 58-year-

Oh for the Life— 


The most enthusiastic pro- 
moters of the new Profes- 
sional Bowlers Association 
look to the day when tenpin- 
ners can devote most of their 
time to a tournament tour. 
Instead of depending upon 
the moderate but steady in- 
come paid by a team spon- 
sor, the bowling s could 
move freely from one meet 
to another as the golfers 
have done for some time. 

It is no accident that the 
bowlers have given their rel- 
atively new organization a 
title that, when abbreviated, 
sounds quite 
similar to the 3 
golfers’ P.G.A. “@ 
To live the -@ 
life of a typi- | 
cal memberof — 
the Profes- ~ 
sional Golf- | 
ers’ Associa- 3 
tion is the ten- 
pinners’ long 
range goal. 

While sal- 
ary figures 
are never re- 
leased, it can be reliably 
stated that the first-string 
members of the Budweiser 
and Falstaff teams average 
about $8000 a year. In addi- 
tion to this they share in the 
prize money won by the team 
members, receive from $100 
up for personal appearances 
outside of those requested 
by the sponsor and earn 
varying. amounts for en- 
dorsements. 

How well do the pro golf- 
ers do in comparison? The 
golfers have taken many 
years to build their tour and 
they have the advantage of 
good facilities for spectators 
—something which the bowl- 
ers will usually lack at their 
tournaments. 

Last year there were 35 
golfers who earned better 
than $10,000 in P.G.A. tour- 
naments. Of these, 10 won 
more than 920,000. Four 
made between $35,000 and 
$42,000. 

Figures such as these are 
what the bowlers have in 
mind. They make team sal- 
aries seem puny. 

Yet in 1952 one of the top 
professional golfers, Ed Fur- 
gol, took a club job in St. 
Louis because he said he 
couldn’t stay ahead on the 
$12,000 he had won the pre- 
vious season. 


The H. C. of L. 


The enormous cost of liv- 
ing on the road while main- 
taining a home in their base 
city is the factor sometimes 
overlooked by bowlers. If 
it costs a man $150 a week 
to live away from home, in 
addition to paying for trans- 
portation, how much would 
he have to win on th>2 tour to 
come out with more than 
the $8000 he clears from a 
team sponsor? $15,000? 
$20,000 

But only 10 gcelfers won 
as much as $20,000 last year. 
It isn’t reasonable to believe 
that the bowlers can earn 
nearly as much as the golf- 
ers for many seasons. 

Two Eastern tournaments 
that the P.B.A. will co- 
sponsor in May are expected 
to have a prize fund of $16,- 
700 each. IF 140 men will 
pay the $100 entry fee. The 
great bulk of the prizes will 
therefore be supplied by the 
bowlers themselves. 

This many may be induced 
to part with $100 once or 
twice, but it is questionable 
as to how many will continue 
to do so when they realize 
that most of the loot will be 
carted home by a group of 
pros numbering about 25 or 
30

In most golf tournaments, 
on the other hand, the par- 
ticipants’ entry fee is re- 
funded. Ticket sales pro- 
vide the prizes. 

The bowlers count heavily 
upon an hour or so of tele- 
vision to fatten up their prize 
fund. Yet even the top at- 
trations in bowling—the All- 
Star and World’s Invitational 
- tournaments—are not bring- 
ing in one dollar for the 
prize funds in those meets. 
Sponsors pay the heavy cost 
of production and air time 
and nothing else. 

Could better arrangements 
be made for televising small- 
er-scale tournaments? 

While a professional or- 
ganization can doubtless help 
the tenpinners in a number 
of ways, particularly in pro- 
viding more and better 
tournaments, it might be 
wise for the 100 or so paid- 
up members of the P.B.A. 
to give the P.G.A. a more 
thorough inspection.

Beasley lo ked on the bright side of the crisis which 
has jolted Americans out of their complacency, a healthy 
situation which may keep us from “our Jack Horner atti- 


tude of sitting in a corner and saying, ‘What a good boy 
am I.’”

Ober, who traveled around the country last year sur- 
veying high schools emphasized that one cannot generalize 
about a school crisis. There are good and bad schools 
and in the last analysis a community gets what it con- 
siders valuable and what it supports. He pointed out that’ 
schools can be improved by interested citizens and that 
in this regard the small district has an advantage over the 
huge metropolitan district. 

All three agreed that we could improve many teach- 
ers’ colleges—“which attract dull students because the 
courses are dull,” and that we should elevate the teaching 
profession not only economically but in our attitude of 
weespect.

However, Beasley drew applause when he advocated 
borrowing such things from the European system as: 

1. Teaching children to read at an earlier age and 
teaching phonetics. 

2. Teaching grammar, though “it’s no longer fashion- 
able—you're supposed to pick it up by osmosis.” 

3. Teaching one foreign language to the point of mas- 
tery from first through twelfth grade. the 
“comfortable reassurance” that the “can't 
learn foreign languages.” 

4. Get away from being afraid of the aristocracy of 
intelligence. 

As for parents, he suggested that they give “fair 
evaluation” and “realistic appraisal” rather than constant

A ST. LOUIS DOCTOR and 
his wife took a trip around the 
world a few years ago.

Such 
as Eugene Ross McCarthy, of 
Brown Shoe Co., her husband, 
who has been a national and in- 
ternatione leader in Y.M.C.A. 
work (both McCarthys were 
given honorary doctorates in 
1950 by Springfield College, 
Springfield Mass.); Roblee Mc- 
Carthy, their son, active in the 
St. Louis County Y.M.C.A.;

Y.W.C.A. volunteers; and Mrs.

who was one of the founders of 
the St. Louis Y.W.C.A.

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Wood Filler 


By Hubbard Cobb 


IF YOU ever take a look at 
a piece of wood under a micro- 
scope you'll see that the sur. 
face is not smooth but actually 
is pitted with numerous holes 
or pores. While you may not Ire 
able to notice these little pores 
with the naked eye they are 
the reason why the finish on 
wood will come out rough in 
spite of adequate sanding. 

There are two kinds of fi!|- 
ers in use—liquid fillers used 
on woods with small pores such 
as maple, redwood, cherry and 
birch and paste fillers used on 
open grain or large pore woods 
such as mahogany, oak and 
walnut. 

For the small pore close 
grain woods you can use either 
a commercial liquid filler or 
shellac. You simply brush on 
a thin coat of the filler brush- 
ing across the grain so that the 
filler will get into the little 
holes or pores. Wipe the excess 
off the surface and allow it to 
dry. When the filler is dry, 
give it a light sanding—enough 
to insure a smooth surface. If 
you sand too much you'll re- 
move the pores containing the 
filler and have to start all over 
again. 

For open grain woods you 
use a commercial paste filler 
which is thinned with thinner 
or turpentine prior to use. Ap- 
ply the filler with a brush 
working across and then with 
wood grain. Give the filler 
about 15 minutes to set and 
then wipe off the excess with 
a cloth. Allow overnight for 
the filler to harden, sand the 
surface lightly and then it’s 
ready for the finish. By the 
way, if you are going to apply 
varnish to a floor made of open 
grain wood, be sure to use a 
filler before the varnish,

The New Films 


Guinness Has Done It Again 

ALEC CUINNESS’S genius not onty for comedy but 
for depth of characterization is given striking reign in the 
British film, “THE HORSE’S MOUTH,” now at the 
ESQUIRE THEATER. Here is a masterful portrayal of an 
artist and what makes him tick. His Gul- 
ley Jimson is not a sweepingly romantic 
and nobly tragic figure like Van Gogh. 
He’s a rogue, a con-man and prankster, 
an anti-social, unorthodox renegade from 
polite society, a crusty, utterly unsenti- 
mental fellow who looks like and lives 
like a bum, a sly man capable of tossing 
off the most outrageous conduct with nonchalance and 
insouciance. Yet behind that rascally, shabby exterior there 
burns passionate love of art, a consuming, fanatical devotion 
and an impeccable integrity which transcends for Gulley 
all the mundane shabbiness of his existence. 

This film, adapted by Mr. Guinness himself from the 
novel by Joyce Cary, is in a serio-comic vein of pungency 
and pertinent wit. The uninhibited Gully, after being let 
out of prison where he had been sent for annoying a 
wealthy art collector, steals the bicycle of the worshiping 
youth who was the only friend to meet him. returns to his 
rat's nest of a studio aboard a broken-down houseboat 
anchored Thames-side to resume his painting. 

Then he immediately begins to annoy the art collector 
again, trying to extract money from him by various devices, 
such as holding his nose and impersonating the president 
of the Royal Art Society over the telephone. This is comic 
Guinness, at its best, and the mood gets madly hilarious 
as Gully takes over the apartment of a rich couple who 
are going away, paints a huge mural on their living room 
wall, sells their art treasures to buy paint and food, invites 
in raffish friends and models to live there, makes a 
shambles of the place and wrecks the floor when a ton of 
marble being delivered for a sculptor friend crashes 
through into the apartment below. These scenes and the 
return of the flabbergasted owners are some of the most 
howling Guinness has ever made. 

But they are stimulating and oddly stirring and touching, 
too, as Gulley’s acid comments on society and culture come 
out, his dedication and fervor and a hint of the loneliness 
and sadness of genius, the torment of the creator. When 
Gulley is through with his masterpiece, his expression as he 
shakes his head and says, “Not the vision I had,” is a sudden 
poignant stab into the rollicking aura of fun. His last ride 
‘down the Thames to the open sea in his houseboat after he 
gas been forced to destroy a huge mural painted on a 
oomb-damaged chapel wall, is an adroit combination of the 
moving and a comic touch as Gulley automatically sizes up 
she side of a huge freighter he is passing for another mural. 


Very often in the movies, the samples of a fictional 
artist’s work do not live up to the dialogue’s description of 
{ts merits. Yet here the paintings of the controversial John 
Bratby are used convincingly—rough, bold, powerful, 
and strange, with the paint literally plastered on, they 
seem exactly the type of thing a Gully Jimson would do. 


Guinness is aided by an excellent: cast, including Kay 
Walsh as a loyal, rough-hewn barmaid, Renee Houston as 
Gulley’s deceptively meek ex-wife, and Mike Morgan as the 
hero-worshiping disciple. 


Meet Me in St. Louie, and We'll Rob a Bank 
I FOUND “THE GREAT ST. LOUIS BANK ROB- 
BERY,” at the ORPHEUM, a surprisingly good crime melo- 
drama, highly realistic and with an exciting climax full of 
crashing violence. I say “surprisingly” because of its low 
budget—producer Charles E. Guggenheim 
had already snowed himself a man with a 
gift for camera composition, graphic detail 
and impact in his documentaries. Here he 
has, with the aid of John Stix, who co- 
directed with him, and scripter Richard 
Heffron, turned out an unusual melo- 
drama. It dwells not merely on violence 
for its own sake but on motivation, what made the four 
desperadoes who staged the holdup the way they were, the 
workings of the criminal mind, cunning yet stupid, and 
meticulously details the planning of the crime. 

I got the idea running through it as the head of the 
gang painstakingly planned and rehearsed the robbery of 
inevitable failure and doom in spite of anything the crimi- 
nals could do. The film, based on the actual holdup here 
of the Southwest Bank, which ended in a bloody gun-fight 
when the police trapped the robbers in the bank, has been 
entirely shot in St. Louis locations, both outdoor and indoor, 
most of them the actual ones, including the outside of the 
Southwest Bank, with many of the police who shot it out 
in the real holdup repeating their roles. 

This gives it a graphic documentary authenticity, but 
its hard realism is much more than that+-it lies, too, in 
its examinations of its characters and in convincing casting. 
The background of the leader, excellently done by Crahan 
Denton, veteran Broadway actor, is hatred of all women, 
caused by childhood mistreatment by his mother, and a long 
prison record. This motive runs through the film, shown 
in his obviously homosexual attraction to one of his hench- 
men (this is put more frankly than I. have ever seen it in an 
American movie, and it is an unpleasant aspect of the 
picture’s realism), his murder of the girl-friend of the 
college boy in the gang, and some other aspects of jealousy 
which cause part of the breakdown in the plans. 

There are several good scenes on this theme, one in 
which Denton goes on an alcoholic crying jag in a saloon 
as he explains his hatred for his mother and another horri- 
fying one in which he kills the girl by throwing her off a 
fire-escape in a fit of fury (this episode is purely fictional 
although the rest of the film is generally based on the facts.) 
There are, too, some deft touches, including the suspense- 
ful and ironic one where a robber tries desperately to 
break open a locked drawer for still more money, causing 
the gang to be trapped. 

Steve McQueen as the expelled college boy who turns 
robber to try to get enough money to go back to college 
is quite convincing, too. David Clarke and James Dukas 
are good types as the other two robbers. As the girl, Molly 
McCarthy has a few too many Actor’s Studio manner- 
isms for my taste—ithe overstressing of naturalism, for 
instance—but she has one strong scene with McQueen in 
a bar in which she tries to persuade him to give up the 
holdup. 

The picture, sold to Columbia Broadcasting System 
by Guggenheim and released by United Artists, is of 
course of special interest to St. Louisans, not only because 
of the locations but because so many St. Louisans have bit 
roles. These small roles and extra parts are handled ade- 
quately—outstanding among them is the work of Martha 
Gable, a local actress, as a wife seized in the bank as a 
hostage by the college boy, and of Nancy Lyon as the add- 
ing machine operator led out of the bank as hostage by 
the gang leader.

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Granite City’s Climb to All-America Honor 


Community Took Good Look at Itself, Decided Time for Improvement Was at Hand and Went to Work

IN THE DEPTHS of the de- 
pression, Granite City was des- 
ignated the third worst-hit 
town in the United States. The 
city government was broke, 
mills were shut down and men 
walked the streets. 

During those years and the 
years that followed, the school 
system became antiquated. La- 
bor-management relations grew 
so bad at one time that the Na- 
tional Contractors Association 
listed Granite City as one of 
two industrial areas in the 
United States where labor 
costs and disputes discouraged 
construction. 

And a couple of years ago 
Granite City read of itself in a 
national magazine as “an in- 
describably gray mill town 
across the river from St. 
Louis.” 

This. is the same Granite 
City which last week was 
named an All-America City by 
the National Municipal League 
and Look Magazine, an award 
given to 11 cities and towns 
each year for outstanding com- 
munity progress achieved by 
effective citizen action. 

Granite City won the award 
for its achievements in educa- 
tion, civic improvement and 
labor relations. 

The award climaxed six 
years of hard work which 
started when Granite City took 
a long look at itself and de- 
cided there was considerable 
room for improvement. 

Granite City is a community 
of 37,000 people, and as the 
Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee told the All-America 
award jury: “It is not a so- 
phisticated city. Granite is a 
hard - working, conscientiaus 
working man’s community.” 

The first area of neglect, 
residents decided, was their 
public school system. There 
were seven school districts, 
two of them with one-room, 
stove-heated schools. 

In 1950 all school districts 
were consolidated into one, 
which made possible a general 
improvement in curriculum, 
teacher qualifications and pay. 

Then in 1952 a Citizens 
Study Committee was formed 
to try to do something about 
the antiquated buildings, over- 
crowded classrooms and inade- 
quate playgrounds. Some 
youngsters were still attending 
classes in small, frame school 
buildings which had been 
eerected as emergency schools 
during the boom of the first 
World War. 

An army of 588 volunteer 
workers made a house-to-house 
census of all school children, 
and at the same time listed 
parents’ complaints about the 
school system. They examined 
the physical condition of all 
schools and turned in a 299- 
page report of what was wrong 
and what should be done. 

The result, in 1953, was a 
$3,840,000 school bond issue 
which carried by the remark- 
able majority of 16 to 1. With 
this the city received two Gov- 
ernment grants, totaling $414,-

school board built two modern 
elementary schools, two gym- 
nasiums for the high school, 
and a junior high school to 
serve 1000 students. 


000. Using this money, 


But Granite City was grow- 
ing faster than citizens could 
provide new classrooms. In 
1957 a second bond issue was 
passed, providing $2,200,000 
The city got another Govern- 
ment grant for $247,000. Now 
being built are three more ele- 
mentary schools and another 
junior high school. And more 
classrooms are being added to 
the high school building. 

Because Granite City was 
growing rapidly; it was decided 
in 1956 that what was needed 
was a plan. Like many towns, 
Granite City had just grown. 
The City Council, the school 
board, the park board and 
housing authority got together 
and hired professional city 
planners to draw up a master 
plan for the community. The 
plan was approved and adopted. 
Out of it have come subdivision 
control ordinances, new zoning 
ordinances, a new traffic con- 
trol system, and a new, badly- 
needed fire station. 

By 1957, Granite City’s one 
hospital could not take care of 
all the city’s needs. Protestant, 
Catholic and: Jewish leaders or- 
ganized an army of workers. 
Nearly 800 volunteer workers 
started soliciting. They set out 
to get $600,000, wound up with 
$870,000. A 100-bed addition to

The meetings 
have resulted in much better 
relations, which is already re- 
flected in fewer strikes and 
labor disputes. 

In addition, the local unions 
of nine building crafts and the 
Southern Illinois Builders’ As- 
sociation signed an agreement 
which seeks to eliminate feath- 
er-bedding and sets up proced- 
ures to eliminate jurisdictional 
strikes. The agreement is a 
10-point policy statement adopt- 
ed last February by the AFL- 
CIO. There have been many 
attempts in other cities to get 
the statement of policy signed 
Granite City was the first and 
is still among the few cities to 
put the agreement into effect. 

In the winter of 1956, Gran- 
ite City found itself in the na- 
tional spotlight because of the 
Orville Hodge scandal.

its more than 5000 employes, 
has always been the dominant 
industry, Granite City was 
never a mill town in the ordi- 
nary sense of the word. 
Construction of Merchants 
Bridge across the Mississippi 
led to industrialization of the 
area. William F. and George W. 


Niedringhaus, St. Louis indus- | 


trialists, picked the spot for a 
steel mill and stamping works. 

It was incorporated in 1896 
when it had 922 citizens, most 


of whom worked for the steel | 


mill. There had been a settle- 
ment there, however, since the 
early 1800s. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
the town didn’t get its name 
from a granite quarry. It got 
the name from the gray granite- 
ware pots and pans which were 
the first products of the stamp- 
ing plant. 

Most of its early inhabitants 
were Welsh millworkers and 
for many years the town had 
a strong Welsh flavor. An an- 
nual affair was the Eisteddfad, 
a Welsh musical festival 
Welsh singers, dancers and 
musicians come from all over 
the county to compete for 
prises. 

The town had its first boom 
during the 1920s. During 
those years citizens built the 
Y.M.C.A., City Hall, and li- 
brary. Then came the depres- 
sion. At one time a third of 
the city’s families were on re- 
lief. Members of the American 
Legion went out and shot rab- 
bits to put in their annual 
Christmas baskets for the 
needy. 

By the late 1930s employ- 
ment had begun to pick up. 
World War II brought prosper- 
ity, and the town has been 
prosperous and growing ever 
since. 

A symbol of the town’s new 
growth is its first “skyscraper,” 
now under construction in the 
heart of downtown, facing on 
Twentieth and State streets.

mote their political ambitions.” 


This is an amusing suggestion. I doubt 
Speaker Rayburn will take it seriously, but I hope 
the Congress does consider seriously whether we 
need to go on forever with an Un-American Activ- 
ities. Committee. It may have been necessary in 
time of war, but certainly we do not need it in 


time of peace.
